What About 1941 
For Wheat Growers? 


(From Lethbridge Herald) 

With a carry-over of 300,000,000 
bushels and a new crop of over 500,- 
000,000 bushels,' Canada has today 
some 800,000,000 bushels of wheat. It 
.s expected that wheat exports will 
reach 200,000,000 bushels, while do¬ 
mestic seed and feed requirements will 
be around 100,000,000 bushels. This 
will leave 500,000,000 bushels as the 
expected carry-over of wheat in Can¬ 
ada at the.end of the present crop 
year next July 31. The capacity ol 
Canadian elevators with extensions 
now being built, is somewhere around 
400,000,000 bushels. Canadian far¬ 
mers have provided a lot of farm stor¬ 
age space this year which will take 
care of the part of the crop which jean- 
not be put in the elevators. 

But what of the 1941 crop? What 
will be the farmer’s cropping program 
in 1941 ? Some time ago Major 
Strange, well known cereal crop sta¬ 
tistician, (old the Herald that it was 
not at all impossible that farmers may 
be forced by the huge wheat surplus 
to consider 1941 a weed cleanup and 
land resting year, with the wheat 
acreage drastically reduced. With the 
prospect of all elevator space in Can¬ 
ada being full of old wheat when the 
1941 harvest rolls round, iTcan be seen 
that if farmers sow their usual acre¬ 
age next year they will have to do so 
at their own risk as to storage and pri¬ 
ces. That is not, it is true, a very opti¬ 
mistic view to take in a country which 
depends so largely on the wheat crop 
as does Western Canada. But the pos¬ 
sibility is before us, and must be reck¬ 
oned with in our consideration of the 
West’s 1941 cropping program. 

Of course, many things may happen 
during the next year. The wat threat¬ 
ens to be a long one, and to involve 
more of the big wheat producing coun¬ 
tries than it does today. " It would hs 
foolish, therefore, to make any definite 
plan for the 1941 crop. At the same 
Lime it would be most unwise to refuse 
to face the situation as it exists and to 
go forward without giving a thought 
to a problem which may well become 
the most serious ever faced by the 2, 
500,000 people of Canada’s I’rairie 
Provinces.

U.S. - Canada Agree 
Pacific Defense 


Active Association to Ensure 
Change of Defences; Canada 
Also Acting Independently 


London Times Of 
1805 Reports 
Trafalgar Victory 


Trafalgar Day, anniversary of the 
battle in which Lord Horatio Nelson 
overwhelmingly defeated the combined 
French and Spanish fleets off Spain, 
Oct. 21st, 1805, passed quietly in Eng¬ 
land this week. A first-hand account 
of the great naval battle appeared in 
the London Times of Nov. 7th, 1805, 
and a copy of this 135-year-old news¬ 
paper is a treasured possession of Guy 
Denbigh. 

Mr. Denbigh was kind enough to 
leave this aged newspaper at the Ad¬ 
vocate office for a day or two. Dated 
London, Nov. 7, 1805, the paper con¬ 
sists of four pages about 12 by 18 
inches, and is ip a remarkably good 
state of preservation. The front page 
is entirely devoted to advertising, as’is 
the back page, and the two inside pag¬ 
es contain the thrilling account of the 
battle of Trafalgar, the casualty lists 
and the official account of the battle 
as given in a special issue of the Lon¬ 
don Gazette by Admiral Collingwood. 
An account of Lord Nelson’s last mo¬ 
ments is given and a poem eulogizing 
Nelson and Collingwood is headed with 
Nelson’s famous iast signal, “England 
expects every man will do his duty.” 

Theatre notices and law reports are 
also given in this copy of the Times, 
which has been handed down for gen¬ 
erations by the family of Mr. Den¬ 
bigh’s mother. 


Western Canada has special inter¬ 
est in Pacific Coast defences, and the 
system of defences now being pushed, 
is augmented by the additional work in 
co-operation with United States. The 
aim is not only for defence, but pos¬ 
sibly for offensive measures. 

Canadian and United States technic¬ 
ians of the Canada-U.S. defence board 
have made their first surveys of coas¬ 
tal water. They reported “valuable 
conclusions” were, reached in their trip 
along the coast into Alaskan waters. 

Latest step is ttye combining of 
British Columbia and Alberta into a 
Pacific army command to meet any 
possible invasibn. The command also 
is responsible for internal security 
measures. 

Ever sidt-gAhe war began the west 
coast defences have been undergoing 
strengthening. Naval and aerial pa¬ 
trols from several coastal bases prowl 
the ragged coastline with its numer¬ 
ous islands. Across the Rockies in Al¬ 
berta lies greater air Strength if it is 
required. 

Coastal batteries guard the ap¬ 
proaches to centres of population. 
With muzzles pointed toward the sea, 
the guns can be swung into operation 
in a matter of seconds. Their location 
is secret and camouflaged. But they 
are ready and trained crews are on 
hand to man them. 

The wide expanse of the Pacific 
means a’ long sea run or air flight to 
reach the Canadiau coast. Naval men 
realize the action of a fleet in wartime 
is limited by the location of its bases 
But they realize, too, new bases can be 
established and they are guarding 
against this. * 

Numerous islands dot the coastline 
from the International boundary be¬ 
tween Canada and the United States 
northward to Alaska and its long 
Aleutian Islands extension. The is¬ 
lands lend themselves to strong de¬ 
fensive bases. Air bases have been es¬ 
tablished on some of them. 

All problems of land, sea and air are 
being studied. Supply and communi¬ 
cation lines are being mapped, checked 
and developed. Invasion via the west 
coast may not be an immediate pros¬ 
pect, but the army, navy and air force 
are not overlooking the possibility.— 
Morning Albcrtsui.

Hidden Messaged 
From Prisoners 

Curious messages are reported as 
getting by the German'censorship, 
coming from prisoners of war in Ger¬ 
man camps. One message received by 
a father in Chelsea, England, hangs its 
entire significance on the classic 
phrase: “Tell it to the marines!", 
meaning all hooey or something to 
that effect. The message said: 

We get the best food I’ve ever eat¬ 
en. The camp guards are all extreme¬ 
ly decent and intelligent. Tell all my 
friends how well I am being treated 
Tell my pals in the army. Tell them in 
the navy. Above all, tell it to the mar¬ 
ines.” 

Another message is allegedly from 
an Ontario prisoner of war to his Ot¬ 
tawa relatives^ and his reference to 
Pinecrestft'would naturally not at¬ 
tract censor’s notice, but Pinecrest is 
a cemetery near Ottawa. The wording 
of the letter waR: “I must say that 
these Germans are nqt what we have 
been led to believe they are. There is 
just one thing I desire above every¬ 
thing else 1 —Oh, for a nice soft bed in 
Pinecrest." v.

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Winter Supplies 


Jj^VERY season brings its compensations, and one of 
the most satisfactory times of the year is the au¬ 
tumn period, when stores are being put away to tide the 
family over the winter. Basemepfs and r.oot cellars are 
filled with vegetables; fruit shelves are cramlned with 
jams, jellies, pickles and preserves. The old squirrel in¬ 
stinct still dominates, and we like the assurance of 
plenty. There is also great satisfaction in the labor rep¬ 
resented in tlte heavily laden shelves of food. It has 
meant hot, tedious work, and weeks of unending indus¬ 
try and rush. But it means also thoughtful provision for 
the future. It means enjoyment of meals in the winter 
months, from the stores which have been laid away. 

In many respects, we are far removed from the 
pioneer days, when winter living was dependent almost 
entirely on what hud been stored away in the early fall. 
There is now no need which cannot be provided by the 
smallest stone, and so far as the appearance of shop 
windows is concerned, there is no diastic' variation in 
the months of the year. Eresh fruits and vegetables are 
always obtainable. 

But deep-rooted in most people is a bond with the 
earth, a desire to make that earth, be it ever so small a 
plot, produce something for the sustainment of the fam¬ 
ily. It is often said that every man should have a gar¬ 
den, for the sake df his soul. And most people in¬ 
stinctively follow that principle. It is not what the gar¬ 
den produces in dollar value that brings satisfaction, so 
much as the honest labor which has gone into the care, 
and the feeling that one has had a part in the ever re¬ 
curring miracle of growth. 

On a much larj^r Scale, the farmer has his part in the 
miracle. Markets and manipulations may baffle and dis¬ 
courage him, but so long as his soil yields, nothing can 
take from him the realization that his work is a neces¬ 
sary and fundamental part of the scheme of living, and 
that, without him there would be no harvest season. 

Though there is littfS, similarity in problems between 
the man who is thi'ashing and storing wheat from 1000 
acres, and the man who is gathering vegetables from a 
40 foot plot, they have a certain kinship. The gifts of the 
good earth are common bon'd uniting all. 


Alberta-Alaska Highway

'HERE is no moans of knowing just how active the 
Alberta government is, or how effective it may oe, 
in presenting the advantages of a U.S.-Alaska highway 
through Alberta. If our ministers can get away from 
fnjecting Social Credit theories into their business dis¬ 
cussions, they have many practical arguments in favor of 
a road through northern Alberta and the North West 
Territories. Aside from advantages of engineering, 
safety -and remoteness front possible coastal combat, 
which naturally will he important considerations, th.ete 
are the advantages to Alberta in opening up the north¬ 
ern areas. It is obvious what such a road would mean 
to this province. For this reason, the relationship which 
has been built up between the provincial and the domin¬ 
ion government is a factor to be deplored. 

The provincial government’s attitude toward the fed¬ 
eral body has been one of eternal combat, Haggling and 
criticism, in season and out of.season. This has got us 
nowhere in the past, and Has proved cosily. It makes it 
increasingly difficult to approach Ottawa in expectation 
of a sympathetic, responsive hearing. And, on the que.v 
. tion of the I’.S. highway to Alaska, it^will be Ottawa 
rather than any one province which will have the final 
influence on the Canadian side. 

It is true that B.C. has had Its Alaska road plan all 
mapped out to the smallest detail and has been syste¬ 
matically pressing its arguments at’ Washington and 
Ottawa. 

But Alberta still has a fighting chance to enlist inter¬ 
est of engineers and authorities if only because an in¬ 
land route offers greater immunity and taps a great in¬ 
land industrial area in I'.S. Hon. W. A. Fallow has out¬ 
lined a route which he believes would offer no engineer¬ 
ing difficulties and has studied this in association with 
Montana engineers: Topography and soil for road build¬ 
ing are a recommendation for this inland road. If it were 
built through Alberta, and the N.W.T., it would open up 
the great mineral country in the north, years ahead of 
normal expectations. 

It is up to Mr. Fallow to pfv>sent his arguments so 
convincingly that they will receive attention fron^ those 
who will finally make the choice of route. 


Must Start With Agriculture 


, (Front Country Life in B.C.) 

IT may be that one day we shall decide that we mud 
* fix our values of services and commodities, starting 
with agriculture. At present, we start from the other 
end. Wo build downward. That is, we deal in money 
tokens, which have no intrinsic value In themselves but 
which represent reputed hidden resources, which might

quantity of silver and a very small quantity of gold.

‘‘Get to hell out of here.” Churchill was mons polite but 
less definite. 


Threats against Greece and Turkey will probably be fol¬ 
lowed by action. The dictators must always be doing some¬ 
thing. If they, can’t lick Britain, why there is always some 
near-by neighbor they can lick. They can always find a rea¬ 
son. The favorite one is that that neighbor has been in¬ 
sulting or terrorizing Germans or Italians. Second choice 
is that he is unable to control unruly elements and there¬ 
fore must be taken under powerful protection. 


We may as well give up hoping that Russia will do any¬ 
thing to help democracies. It will facilitate the designs of 
the Axis whose systems and ideologies are the same, no 
matter hoW they may seek to differentiate. Japan, for in¬ 
stance, says now it i£ anti-commitern but pro-Soviet, and 
Italy might as well say the same. The fact is that the four 
dictator nations are against us now, but, later on, they will 
be against each other. It is but one step from racketeer^ 
ing to hijacking. 


It is not safe to prophesy election results but it looks now 
as if what happened to Manion will happen to Willkie. The 
people of the United States will hesitate to swap horses. In 
Canada, Mr. 'King got the votes of many electors eager to 
do everything possible to win the \jjar, and %e got them 
without losing the alien enemy vote, the conscientious ob¬ 
jector, the utterly indifferent and those who feared con¬ 
scription. 


Roosevelt will not be so fortunate as Mr. King in one re¬ 
spect—he will not get the alien enemy vote. Willkie will 
get the most of it, not because he has catered to it but be¬ 
cause Roosevelt was in a position to lose it. Manion cater¬ 
ed to the indifferent with the idea he could hold the British 
vote and get the Quebec element, but failed. Like Willkie 
he served overseas, but that did not help him and will not 
help Willkie. 

A Canadian who has crossed the English channel many 
times, says he was seasick every time. He refuses to be- 
l'eve the Germans would be4n any condition to fight after 
they crossed it, unless they had better luck than he. The 
za*o hour for attach must be selected some time in ad- 
vaneeand the "Invaders must chance the weather. The 
Germans—are not good sailors, so he thinks that if the 
channel is choppy the victory will be an easy one. 


Mr. Hoover still thinks we should send food to France 
and Belgium and no one would object if sure it would reach 
and stay with the unfortunate citizens of those countries, 
out it would probably go to Germans or displace food stocks 
aLeady seized by them. Besides, the French and Belgians 
have not the transportation facilities either in the shape 
of lolling stock or fuel or gasolene. The Germans have— 
they took them and have not yet returned them. 


There was no secret about the training of British pilots 
in Canada. Mr. King himself had announced it was going 
iu be dona, and everybody must have knbwn that it ought 
to be in opeiation by now. The secret therefore^must be 
m the number mentioned by Mr. Hanson, viz. 10,000, but 
that,number may not be correct—it probably isn’t. It was 
good politics just the same to allege that Mr. Hanson had 
g.ven away a secret that the British government did not 
wish divulged, and will serve to silenCe what Mr. Hanson 
was talking about, viz. that these would have been training 
long ago it the government had accepted the British propos- 
als^Af^d^i 1938. 

Mr. Hanson's speech was made in Charlottetown. If it 
contained the betrayal of a secret of such importance, the 
official censor was remiss in allowing the daily press to dis¬ 
seminate it and Mr. King and Mr. Power were culpable in 
giving it such advertisement. Three weeks earlier, the 
Financial Post published it, but it was in praise of the gov¬ 
ernment’s effort, whereas Mr. Hanson chos/ to be reminis¬ 
cent and critical. Mr. King says the “betrayal" is “unfor 
giveable,” but he himself has bean forgiven for the far 
greater offence of refusing in 1938 to do what he is doing 
now.’

This is our 
economic system, put into a few words. 

Bui nowhere in this pictures does agricujture appear. 
The essential foodstuffs and the billion-dollar business 
for which the farmers are respoiislble, are not part of 
the organized national economy of Canada.

Suggestion Given of Publica¬ 
tion Issued by Nat. Museum 
on Indian History, Early 
Food Gatherers, Etc. 


The National Museum of Canada at 
Ottawa, has issued three publications 
in recent months' which will be of in¬ 
terest to many people, especially to 
school teachers and leaders of handi¬ 
craft groups. 

One publication is of interest to 
High River people because the collec¬ 
tion of Indian relics owned by the late 
Harry Gould is referred to nine times. 
There are illustrations of some of the 
peculiar hammerstones, bone sewing 
awls, stone axes and clay pipes which 
were a part of his. collection. 

This paper is entitled “Lawson Pre¬ 
historic Village Site of Middlesex 
County, Ontario.” Bulletin 9. It would 
be useful to those teachers working on 
the project “food gatherers,” as it il¬ 
lustrates the implement used by the 
prehistoric Indians to obtain their food 
and clothing. 

Another publication is about the In¬ 
dians in more recent time. It gives u 
history of the Sarcee Indians and their 
life habits. “Sarcee Indian? of Alber¬ 
ta” Bulletin No. 90. 

Leaders of handicraft groups will be 
interest in the publication “Assomp- 
tion Sash” Bulletin No. 93. This illus¬ 
trates how the fur traders, Frehch 
Canadians and Indians of Eastern 
Canada made their braided sashes and 
garters. It pictures woollen and bead¬ 
ed sashes of many colors and carefully 
explains the process of weaving them. 
Some of them were in use over a hun¬ 
dred years ago.

Bad Weed Growth

Portland, Ore.:—And there was the 
Scottish dairyman who vacuum-clean¬ 
ed his cows and sold the dirt. 

It’s no |oke to Arthur S. Moulton, 
owner of the Middale Guernsey Farm 
at Vancouver, Wash. He says: That 
he is Scottish; that he vacuum-cleans 
his cows; and that he sells the dirt. 

Purchasers of the pedigreed dirt— 
it comes from pure bred cows—are 
two Portland physicians who use it in 
experiments involving allergies and 
hay fever. ■> 

Another trick of the youthful Scot, 
a graduate of Oregon State College, is 
feeding cows yeast to increase the vit¬ 
amin O content of milk. 

“Tests have proved 1 was right— 
that it increased vitamin D content of 
a quart of milk to a point where it 
equalled what you could get from a 
teaspoon and half of codlivef oil,” he 
said.—Morning Albertan. 


Wet weather over most of Alberta 
has created a weed problem on sum- 
merfallow. Conditions for growth of 
weds have been ideal this year and 
since the busy harvest season com¬ 
menced, warm weather and plenty if 
moisture have produced ~a heavy weed 
growth. ' • 

In some districts tt may be desirable 
to leave this growth) alone, but wher¬ 
ever soil drifting is not a danger, a 
shallow cultivation is advisable. The 
rod weeder of the duck foot cultiva¬ 
tor would be suitable implements to 
use. 

The removal of weed growth by fall 
cultivation is a good practice, provid¬ 
ing the cultivation of the land does not 
cause soil drifting. . 

The kind of weeds is important: an¬ 
nuals will fte killed by the frost of win¬ 
ter in any case, but winter annuals, 
biennials and perennials may be con¬ 
trolled by fall cultivation.

W. J. Oliver, well known photog¬ 
rapher, has returne i from a big game 
hunting expedition in Alaska, and has 
told the Calgary Herald of the fon-ifi- 
cations in progress to protect Alaskan 
territory from aggression of Japs or 
Russia or both. 

At Anchorage, Mr. Oliver said, a 
huge military airport is under con¬ 
struction with 1,200 men working 21 
hours a day in eight-hour shifts with 
no time off. the influx of labor for 
defence work, unusual industrial ac¬ 
tivity and American soldiers, had 
boasted the cost of living to a scale re¬ 
miniscent of the hectic gold rush per¬ 
iod of ’98.

“The people up there are just as sus¬ 
picious of an attack on Alaska by Rus¬ 
sia as they are of Japan,” the Calgary 
photographer asserted. “They say Sov¬ 
iet Russia considers the sale of Alaska 
to the United States to have been lit¬ 
tle short of a gift by the Tsar, and 
they^-would not be surprised if Russia 
attempted to get the country back.”

During the past six years he has trav¬ 
elled all over the world with the Ler- 
ner party, in their seareh for rare 
specimens of big game.

Hon. W. A. Fallow, Alberta minister 
of public works, estimated that a stan¬ 
dard, earth-graded highway could be 
built from Grimshaw, Alta., to Fair¬ 
banks, Alaska, for 410,000,000: 

Mr. Fallow emphasized that the es¬ 
timate was only a rough one, that it 
.was based only on reconnaissance re¬ 
ports from engineers and that no full 
survey of the route had been made. 

At present thers is a winter road 
from Grimshaw, 240 miles northwest 
of Edmonton, and 10 miles west of 
Peace River, to Hay River on Great 
Slave Lake. Mr. Fallow has estimated 
that a standard highway over this 
route could be built for $360,000. 

Under his plans, the proposed in¬ 
land highway to Fairbanks Would then 
follow the Mackenzie River to the 
place 40 miles south of Fort Norman, 
N.W.T., ’where the Twitya river joins 
the Mackenzie. The highway would 
then follow the Twitya river west, over 
the height of land and into the Yukon. 

The highway would then go over to 
the Stewart River and pass through 
,Mayo and Dawson and from Dawson 
follow the Yukon River into Alaska. It 
would leave .the Yukon River inside 
Alaska to go to Fairbanks.

All along it 
the soil was ideal for road-building 
Even in the part where it crossed the 
Great Divide good, soil has been re¬ 
ported. 

Engineers have reported that from 
the headwaters of the Twitya River 
there are three valleys, all of them 
highly suitable for roads, running into 
thsYukon. The height of land there is 
considerably lower than it is further 
south. The topography consists main¬ 
ly of low, rolling hills rather than 
mountains. The soil contained little 
gravel. /

Most persistent rumors continue of 
attempted sea invasion of England by 
German troops, and of a terrific 
slaughter as these invasions were re¬ 
pelled. A figure of 200,000 Germans, 
kijled in these raids, has been name !. 

From France come persistent ru¬ 
mors that British bombs have smashed 
at least three German attempts to in¬ 
vade Britain. A British statement re¬ 
cently has admitted that R.A.F. planes 
and navy by ferocity of attack frus¬ 
trated an invasion on Sept. 16, but fur¬ 
ther reports from Vichy credit Britain 
with frustrating other attempts in 
August and September. 

The first attempt to invade England 
by crossing the Channel in transports 
and an army of barges was reported in 
August, after one of the most damag¬ 
ing raids'bf the R.A.F. The dates of 
the two earlier attempts were Aug. 25 
and September 7, according to a state¬ 
ment of Vincent Sheehan, American 
writer. 

Both dates coincided with unofficial 
reports reaching Vichy of terrific 
bombing raids on French “invasion 
ports’’ which had caught the Germans 
as they loaded transDorts and barges, 
or were manoeuvring to get under way 
The reports said bombs sank or dam¬ 
aged many vessels, with great loss of 
life among German shock troops.

(From Wheat Pool Budget) 

Russia, says the Wheat Pool Bud¬ 
get, has been inquiring as. to the pos¬ 
sibility of purchasing five million 
bushels of Canadian wheat of Cana¬ 
dian wheat at around 60 cents a bush¬ 
el. Last year about this time Russia 
had tentatively made a deal for sev¬ 
eral million bushels of Canadian 
wheat. However, the campaign against 
Finland was under way and Russia 
was most unpopular. Public protests 
in the Dominion were sufficiently 
strong to persuade the government 
against permitting the sale of wheat 
to the Soviet state, so the needed re¬ 
quirements were purchased coming 
from the Pacific northwest. 

There is a somewhat changed senti¬ 
ment this year as there is a possibility 
that Russia may eventually join the 
British Empire in its war against Ger¬ 
many and Italy, and so the deal for 
Canadian wheat may go through. 

The purchase of wheat from North 
America by Russia has no significance 
in regard to the Russian wheat crop. 
This wheat ia purchased on the west 
coast and is transported to Vladivo¬ 
stok, being used principally .to supply 
the Russian armies in that region. The 
Russian wheat area centers on the 
regions around the Black Sea and the 
rail haul from there to Vladivostok is 
long and expensive. It is thus really 
good business for the Russians to buy 
wheat requirements for their Far 
East from’ the North American con¬ 
tinent.

Broomhall Idea 
Of Export Market 


(By Leonard Nesbitt of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool) 

Warnings of a possible glut of 
wheat have been issued during the 
past few years. About 1938 G. P. 
Broomhall, the British grain statisti¬ 
cian, said: “Under present conditions 
of international trading it may be 
doubted whether there is an assured 
annual export market for more than 
175 to 200 million bushels of Canadian 
wheat. This means that if during the 
yean ahead Canada raises more than 
an average of 300 million bushels an¬ 
nually, the surplus supply will again 
give rise to problems such as those 
which originally obliged the govern¬ 
ment to Intervene.” This year Can¬ 


adian production totals 561 million 
bushels. 

Of course the autarchical policies.of 
Europe contracted the demanded for 
mported wheat on that continent, but 
the ease with which exporting coun¬ 
tries can raise enormous supplies of 
wheat aafgeeU that the problem re¬ 
quires an expansion of markets much 
beyond the continent of Europe. 8uch 
■» step can be undertaken only when 
wheat prioas are low. Wheat can be 
produced at a low price only if far¬ 
mers’ costs are greatly decreased, 
which in turn means thst the prices of 
manufactured goods and • services 
would also have to tumble.
